The business men of Albuquerque who for 32 years have kept the fair alive

and built it up, after going deep into their own pockets tfr do so, are entitled to

great credit for their enterprise, but --he rich and resourceful state of New Mexico

should not permit them to bear the burden longer. The fair has not thoroughly

represented the state, partly because its resources have been necessarily limited,

and partly because it has had no official recognition by the government of the

commonwealth.
"With the fair managed by experienced men under state supervision and with

a subsidy from the state, the New Meaioo state fair could be made to take rank

with those of ether southwestern states and it would do much to advance the

various industries of the state.
There is a movement ob foot to have the legislature at its session next winter

vote a bond issue sufficiently large to provide grounds and buildings for a fain

that may be made truly representative of the state's resources, and that will, at

the same time, provide amusement on a generous scale. The new grounds will

probably be located at Albuquerque as the largest and the most easily reached city

in the state.
The Albuquerque business men have nobly borne their self imposed burden of

sustaintiag the annuel fair, but it k time to make of it truly a state institution

with adequate support for its thorough development.

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ELECTION OF 1836 MAY BE PARALLELED IN 1912

If Taft and Roosevelt Electors Represent Majority in Electoral College It May
Be Voted for One or tie Other Against Wilson.

-- By FREDERIC

ASHINGTON, D. C Oct 24.

There were many events in
the election of 1836, when

"Van Buren won out against a whole
field of candidates, which may yet find
a parallel ia the presidential election
of 1912. It has been suggested by some
that if Roosevelt and Taft ogether
poll more votes than Wilson, and if a
combination of their electors should
represent a majority in the electoral
colleges, some way may yet be found
to bring that majority to the support
of the one or the other before the
electoral colleges meet and vote in
January. However this may be, that
was one of the ideas that animated
the opposition to Van Buren in 1836.

Divers and sundry factions were op-

posed to Jackson and, to his method
of picking his successor, factions which
could not find any platform upon which
they could all unite, but which were
willing to fight in a common cause,
provided they could fight Independent-
ly. In this opposition there were the
anti-Maso- the protective tariff men,
the states righters, the

and the remnants of other
"isms." -

Capitalized Local Pride.
But they realized that they had no

great national figure who could unite
the entire opposition and lacking that,
they would have to play up local pride
and try to capitalize it So they put
up Daniel Webster in New England,
trusting that he could carry that sec
tion. Then tney put up William neury
Harrison, of Indiana, and justice John
McLean, of Ohio, trusting that they
could hold the west out or tne van
Buren column. Tennessee nominated
senator Hugh I White, erstwhile the
intimate friend of Jackson, but now a
rank "traitor," because he would not
fall in with Jackson's plans to have
Van Buren succeed to the presidency.
With South Carolina determined not
to vote for any candidate that had a
ghost of a show, it was felt that the
aggregate vote of the opposition might
be enough to p'reveat the success of
Van Buren.

If such a result should eventuate,
they reasoned, one of two things could
happen either the anti-Va- n Buren
electors could all unite on one man,
and thus elect him; or, if that scheme
failed, they could throw the election,
in the house and trust to God for the
rest From their standpoint they had
everything to gain and nothing to lose
by such a course, for the worst that
could happen would be the elevation
of Van Buren to the presidential chair.
Their scheme failed for the good rea-
son that when the vote was counted
Van Burea had more votes than all of
them together.

Jaeksen Isolated en Van Baica.
Jackson's determination to have Vaa

Buren succeed him was such that he
even went so far, it is said, as to have
contemplated the advisability of re-
signing in order that vice president
Van Buren might become president by
that route. But If he did think these
f ings he thought afterward that he
could aid Van Buren better while he
himself sat in the presidential chair.

Tennessee got into the game early
by nominating senator White. Its legis-
lature, in the face of the hardest pres-
sure Jackson could bring to bear upon
its members, nominated White by a
vote that lacked but two of being
unanimous. Jackson had some terrific
charges against White printed in his
organ, the Washington Globe, and cop-
ies of these charges were franked to
the members of the Tennessee legisla-
ture, some of them addressed in Jack-
son's own handwriting. But they had
no effect Alabama followed the lead
of Tennessee, although its legislature
afterward rescinded this action.

Tennessee haviner nominated White
in January, 1S35, Jackson was forced
to get van ijuren in nomination manj j

a year and a half ahead of the election.
He suggested that a national conven-
tion be called to meet in Baltimore.
This was done, and 626 delegates took
part In these days of precise repre-
sentation the story of that convention
makes one laugh. Of this number of
delegates, 181 were from Maryland, 108
from Virginia, and 73 from New Jersey.
It seems that the Maryland state con-
vention, not wishing to discriminate,
had decided that all of its delegates
should take part in the national con-
vention.

Vaa Burea's Nomination.
When the convention got down to

business. Van Buren was its unani-
mous choice for first place, but for
the vice presidency the vote stood 178
for Col. R. M. Johnson, of Kentucky,
and for William C. Rives, of Virginia,
fsext day Johnson received the neces-
sary two-third- s, and was declared the
nominee. Virginia served notice, how-
ever, that it would not support John-
son.

A Pennsylvania state convention
nominated William Henry Harrison and
Francis Granger on an anti-Mason- ic

ticket Granger also ran as the vice
presidential candidate on the Webster
ticket John Tyler, of Virginia, was
to run on the ticket with White. These
plans all were carried out. The states
still were not voting on a uniform
election day, some of them voting to-
wards the last of October and others
as late as the middle of November.
When the returns began to come in
they were not promising to the Demo-
crats. Ohio and New Jersey, both of
which had supported Jackson four
years before, swung away from Van
Buren to William Henry Harrison. But
when (all the votes were counted it
was found that Van Buren had cai
tied 15 out of the 26 states, although
a few popular votes, rightly placed,
would have given the allies a major-
ity. South Carolina cast its votes, the
electors being chosen by the legisla-
ture, for Willie P. Mangum of North
Carolina.

Contest Throu Into Senate.
When the votes were counted in con-

gress, Henry Clay had secured the
passage of a resolution to ascertain
whether any electoral votes had been
cast by persons holding positions of
profit or trust under the government.
The resulting investigation disclosed
that several deputy postmasters and
a pension agent were among the elec-
tors, but their votes were counted
just the same.

Virginia made good its threat not to
support Johnson for the vice presi-
dency, and instead gave 23 electoral
votes to William Smith, of Alabama.
This threw the election of the vice
president Into the senate the only
time in the history of the country that
such a thing has happened. When the
Jackson-Cla- y, Crawford-Adam- s contest
was thrown into the house it did not
affect the vice presidency, because Cal-
houn, having his name on more than
one ticket got a majority of the elec-
toral votes. In 1S.00. when there was
a contest between Jefferson and Burr,
the election of Jefferson to the presi-
dent automatically put Burr in the vice
presidency a thing impossible under
the constitution as it now stands.

Campaign of Villlficatlon.
No campaign in the history of the

country ever was disgraced by more
vlllification than this contest for the
succession to Jackson. The Van Buren
crowd accused everybody in opposi-
tion, without discrimination, of being
bribed by the United States bank to
become the creatures of the British
Rothschilds, who were presented as the
real owners of the bank. Nicholas
Bldflle. and "Biddle's bank" were at-
tacked with more venom than ever be-

fore.
On the other hand the Whigs, as

the opposition wore besrinnn.g to be
called, could not allow themselves to
be outdmie in that re spi i ( The at-

tacked Jackson, accusing him of e cry

J. HASKIN.
species of corruption and wickedness.
One paper rejoiced that the days ot the
wicked are few. and wished that it
might be so in the case of "Old Hick-
ory." They could not tell which had
taught the other his wickedness be-
tween Jackson and Van Buren, averring
that both were so steeped in it that
there was no distinction.

During the campaign the several can-
didates were questioned upon the is-

sues before the people. Not one of
them dodged and their answers were
widely circulated. They related to the
bank issue, the expunging of the reso-
lution of censure which congress had
adopted against Jackson, the appor-
tionment of the public lands among the
states, and the distribution of the sur-
plus in the treasury.

Jackson Delighted "With Victory.
Jackson never took any keener de-

light in any victory won by himself
than in that of electing Van Burea.
Before the inauguration he said that
it would be a great pleasure to him to
go up to the capitol to see the senate
witness the inauguration of a president
whom it had refused to confirm as
minister to England, with the oath of
office administered by chief justice
Roger B. Taney, whom it also had once
turned, down. He and Van Buren, ac-
companied by a military escort, roda
to the capitol and back to the white
house in a phaeton built out of wood
from the old frigate Constitution.

Jackson did not exercise any particu-
lar regency over Van Buren. He re
ared to Ms name --.Hermitage, ' just
outside of Nashville, but he did live
long enough to dictate the election of
still another candidate for the presi-
dency and once more to defeat his
ancient enemy, Henry Clay, for that
high office.
